MOSCOW, — U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger told Soviet 
leaders yi y that in the re- 
maining three years of the Nixon 
Administration he hoped to make 
Soviet-U.S, detente “irreversible.” 

Bur Dr. Kissinger also levelled 
a warning as he began three days 
of talks in the Kremlin with Leo- 
πιὰ Brezhnev, trying to clear the 
way for new limitations on nuclear 
weapons in the treaty President 
Nixon is to sign here at a summer 
summit, 

“If our two nations attempt to 
take advantage of each other, if 
we attempt to blackmail each other 
or deal with each other from a posi- 
tion of strength, then there can be 
mo peace among ourselves or in 
the world,” Dr. Kissinger said. 

The Secretary made the remarks 
at a luncheon given by Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko he- 
tween morning and evening sessions 
with Mr. Brezhnev, the Soviet Com- 
munist Party chief. 

Both sides appeared to be assur- 
ing each other that they would move 
ahead on the detente policy which 
has produced a 1972 nuclear wea- 
pons treaty. 

At lunch Kissinger referred 
pointedly to the remaining years 
in President Nixon's term, saying: 
“Our greatest goal is that over the 
next three years we can make the 
relationship that has grown up he- 
tween our two peoples and our 
leaders irreveraible.” 

Questions have been raised in the 
U.S. as to whether President Nixon, 
who faces the possibility of im- 
peachment this spring, will be able 
to journey to Moscow in June to 
sign the new weapon agreement 
that would restrict the deployment 
of. multiple-warhead rockets. 

“Mr. Nixon’s uncertain political 
future has also called into question 
the future of U.S. efforts to im- 
prove relations with the Communist 
world. A successor, it has been 
suggested, might not pursue the 
policies he initiated 

But the Soviet Union's leading 
America-watcher, Dr. Georgy Arba- 
tov, of Moscow Institute of the 
United States of America, told ra- 
porters yesterday that Moscow felt 
it was dealing with the U.S., rather 
than with any of its individual lead- 
ers. 

Arbatov spoke of the Middle Hast 
to reporters, saying. "If we don’t 
find a peaceful solution, war will 
erupt.”

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Drop in Soviet Jewish emigration 
‘due to foot-dragging officials’

The Jewish Agency yesterday 
refuted reports, emanating from 
the U.S., that the current drop in 
the immigration of Soviet Jews 
is due to criticism of conditions 
in Israel in letters to Russia from 
those already here. 

Yehuda Dominitz, deputy director- 
general of the Agency's Immigration 
Department, said yesterday there is 
reliable information that 120,000 in- 
vitations from Israelis to relatives 
in the U.S.S:R, are in the pipeline. 

“But only about 4,000 Soviet im- 
migrants arrived in the first two 
months this year — a drop of 20 
per cent compared to the similar 
period last year.” At the current 
rate, immigration from Russia for 
the year would fall more than 80 
per cent from the 35,000 who arrived 
in 19738. 

Mr. Dorninitz attributed the drop 


to the deliberate slowing down of 


the immi, 2 658 foot- 
dragging Soviet officialdom, He told 
The Jerusalem Post that arrivals 
from Kishinev, capital of Soviet 
Moldavia near the Romanian hor- 
der, reported that 1,000 Jews are 
waiting for exit permits already 
approved, But they are bei 

ceased by a single official he re 
ceives the public on only three days 
8. week. 

While conceding that unfavour- 
able reports from Israel may be a 
factor in the reduced flow of im- 
migrants, Mr. Dominitz said that, 
according’ to authentic information, 
this could account for a “dropout” 
of not more than five per cent. The 
Soviet Union alone corttrolled the 
rate of immigration to Isreel, he 
pointed out, and the current slow- 
down could perhaps be attributed to 
the Kremlin's desire to show that 
conditions for the grant of Ameri- 
can credits to the Soviet Union, 
such as those imposed by the Jack- 
son amendment, could have the op- 
posite effect to those envisaged by 
their authors. 

Agency statistics show meanwhile 
that immigration from the west de- 
clined in February, continuing the

8. year, and had feared he was dead.

Arabs aimed 
to attack 
Berlin Jews

WEST BERLIN — A witness in 
the trial of four Arabs charged. with 
planning terrorist attacks in West 
Berlin testified yesterday the group 
“wanted to storm a night spot fre- 
quented by Jews, use pistols and 
rifles to shoot some of the guests, 
and escape by seizing hostages, if 

mecessary. 

The witness, Hussein Thome, 25, 
said he was told details of this and 
other plans by one of the defen- 
dents, Ali Salam, 33, who approach- 
ed him in Berlin last October and 
warned Tohme his life was in dan- 
ger if he did not cooperate in the 
‘operations. 

Tohme, a textile worker in West 
Berlin, went to the police instead 
and tipped them off. On October 
18, they arrested Salem and three 
others in a pension and confiscated 
about five kilos of high explosives. 


Tohme told the court that Salam 
had outlined plans to kill two Ber- 
lin lawyers who defend Arabs seek- 
ing political asylum in the city, 
attack a Jewish-managed hotel, the 
city's ΕἸ ΑἹ office and the West 
Berlin immizration bureau. 


Tohme, seated in the witness 
stand behind bullet-proof glass, des- 
eribed the plot to kill the two 
Berlin attorneys. He said each was 
to be visited by two Arabs. While 
one of the visitors distracted their 
victim by feigning sickness, the 
other Arab was to stab him with 
a knife. 


The witness said nine persons were 
to participate in the attacks. After- 
wards, he said, they were to escape 
to Confmunist East Berlin.

Third poll

KIEL (AP}. — Voters in West Ger- 
many's northernmost state of Schles- 
wig-Holstein handed Chancellor 
Willy Brandt's Soclal Democrats 
their third severe setback in less 


than a month in voting on Sunday ᾿ 


for county and city councils. 


Early returns from 47 districts - 


gave the Christian Democrats, who 
are the opposition in the Federal 
Parliament, an absolute majority of 
52.5 per cent. It was a whopping 
seven point gain over their 45.4 
per cent performance in the 1970 
coramunal elections. 

Brandt's Social Democrats slip- 
ped seven points in early returns to 
36.0 per cent, down from 48.5 per 
eent in 1970. 

The tally continued an anti-Social 
Democratic trend set earlier: this 
month in elections in Hamburg and 

Rheinland-Palatinate. Political ob- 
servers said the earlier outcomes 
indicated voter dissatisfaction with 
Brandt’s Social-Liberal coalition 
government. 

Klaus Matthiesen, Social Democ- 
rat and opposition leader in ᾿ the 
State Parliament, conceded defeat 
and attributed the setback to a 
nationwide trend against his party. 

The Free Democrats, partners in 
Brandt’s coalition government, in- 
creased its share of the vote in 
early returns to 9.5 per cent, up 
from 6.7 per cent in 1970.

HEREFORD (UPI).—Princess Anne 
kept smiling and maintained her 
royal composure yesterday although 
a bomb honx marred the opening 
of her three-day visit to a British 
᾿Ασίαν unit in West Germany. 

A Royal Air Force spokesman said 
authorities recelved a bomb threat 
50 minutes before the Princess ar- 
rived by plane at the RAF base at 
Guetersloh under strict security. 

‘The threat proved a hoax. But 
German police and British military 
police. combined to enforce strict se- 
curity regulations to prevent a re- 
petition of last Wednesday's at- 
tempt to attack outside Buckingham 
Palace. 

Anne, never out of the sight 
of: armed guards for a week, 
left Heathrow Airport for West 
Germany yesterday under cover of 
one of the biggest security opers- 
tlons ever undertaken there. 

Hours before the Princess arrived 
at, the airport it was being patrol- 
led by dozens of uniformed and 
plainclothes police, guard dogs and 
police with two-way radios and on 
motorcycles, Al] roads were guard- 
ed and motorists checked. 

“This followed a “red alert” around 
her home at Sandhurst yesterday 
morning after chlidren found seve- 
ral explosive detonators 300 metres 
from the house. Here, too, the area 
‘was promptly sealed off and road 
checks mounted. 

‘AS the search was conducted, the 
Princess drove to Windsor Castle 
to tell Queen Elizabeth about the 
attempt to kidnap her. It was the 
first time the Princess has seen 
her’ mother since a gunman shot

(AP). — At the 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
yesterday gave President Nixon 
four more days to respond to a sub- 
Poena demanding additional Water- 
gate evidence. 


The subpoena, issued on March 15, 
called for a response yesterday. 

But, over ‘the weekend James St. 
Clair, President Nixon's chief Wa- 
tergate lawyer, asked Jaworski for 
more time and the prosecutor ex- 
tended the return date to Friday. 


A spokesman for Jaworski said 
the subpoena did mot involve ‘the 
Watergate cover-up or White House 
“plumbers” cases, in which indict- 
ments recently were returned, 

‘That would mean the material 
sought probably relates to investi- 
gations of the ITT antitrust settle- 
ment, dairy industry political con- 
tributions or the 18.5-minute erasure 
found on one subpoenaed tape, 

If the President refuges to comply 
with the subpoena, Jaworski could 
go to court to ask for an order di- 
recting ‘the President to turn over 
the subpoenaed material. 


The White House, meanwhile, has 
denied a published report that it 
would give to the House impeach- 
ment inquiry tapes of 42 Presiden- 
tial conversations the committee has 
been trying to obtain.
